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1 . LOUIS WIZNITZER, IN SPECIAL TO CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR, SAID "BORN AGAIN CCD" IS POSITIVE DEVELOPMENT 
OF SSOD AT U.N. WIZNITZER SAID MANY OBSERVERS FEE T - SSOD 
WAS FAILURE, BUT SESSION ALSO WAS SEEN BY EQUALLY AUTHORI- 
TATIVE SOURCES AS AT LEAST PARTIALLY SUCCESSFUL. OPTI- 
MISTS, HE POINTED OUT, NOTE "THAT MECHANISMS WITH DISARMA- 
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MENT QUESTIONS HAVE BEEN REVAMPED AND U.N. HAS BEEN 
BROUGHT INTO PICTURE. 'CCD WAS ILLEGITIMATE CHILD OF 
UNLAWFUL U.S.A.-USSR AMOURS. NEW CCD WILL HAVE BIRTH 
CERTIFICATE AND WILL BE ABLE TO CLAIM TO BE RELATED TO 
U.N.: AS ONE OLD HAND AT DISARMAMENT PUT IT. TRUE, NEW 
CCD WILL BE LARGELY AUTONOMOUS. IT WILL ESTABLISH ITS OWN

2. ROBERT KAYLOR OF UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL REPORTED 
THAT NEW AIR FORCE CHIEF OF STAFF WANTS TO GET MOVING ONMX 
SYSTEM, AND SUGGESTED THAT WORK ON TWO SEPARATE BASING 
SYSTEMS CONTINUE UNTIL CHOICE IS MADE. GEN. LEW ALLEN, 

IN INTERVIEW, TALKED ABOUT PLANS THAT WOULD SHUTTLE ABOUT 
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200 MX MISSILES ALONG THOUSANDS OF HOLES IN GROUND - 
KNOWN AS VERTICAL SHELTERS - OR MOVE THEM ON TRACKS IN 
UNDERGROUND TUNNELS. KAYLOR SAID ADMINISTRATION ALREADY 
HAS DELAYED MX PROGRAM BY ONE YEAR BECAUSE OF DOUBTS 
ABOUT BASING, NOW MAKING 1986 SOONEST IT COULD BE READY 
WITHOUT SPPED-UP. BASING DECISION IS SCHEDULED FOR 
AUGUST, HE SAID, BUT CIVILIAN PENTAGON SOURCES INDICATE

3. UNITED PRESS INTERNATIONAL REPORTED THAT TWO RESEARCH- 
ERS SAID RADIOACTIVE FALLOUT CAN BE MORE DANGEROUS FROM 
SMALL NUCLEAR WEAPONS THAN FROM BIGGER ONES, BECAUSE 
FALLOUT REACHES EARTH FASTER IN LARGER DOSES AND IN 
MORE UNPREDICTABLE PATTERNS. ACCORDING TO THEIR CALCULA- 
TIONS, IN NUCLEAR WAR LIVING THINGS WHICH SURVIVED AN

SMALL WEAPONS STAYS IN TROPOSPHERE, WHERE RAIN CAN BRING 
IT TO EARTH IN MATTER OF DAYS. LARGER WEAPONS HURL FALL- 
OUT INTO STRATOSPHERE, WHERE IT CAN DRIFT FOR YEARS AND
